As t« 
tbe gobrtety of the Baltimore mrn, Captain 
S^hley said to-day "eight unt of ten of my 
sstilois are not drinking men, they confine 
themselves almost entirely to beer and 
snch ligbt drieika and the liberty party 
was especially composed of men who bare 
a reputation for sobriety." 


Captain Sohley said to-day to an Associ-

ARTESIAN 
TVKLLS. 


Senator Kyle of 8-nith D.ikotu lias in- 


troduced a bill fo appropriate 83,000,- 
000 for sinking artesian wells ia the arid 
regions. Tho bill provides for the ex- 
pcnelituro of the money under the direc- 
tion of the Department of Agriculture. 
Ic seems that tho dynamite experiments 
for rain-making, conducted by General 
Dyrenforth were not successful and Sen- 
ator Kyle proposes to try artesian 'wells 
and see what can be auoomplishcd by 
that system in the way of reclaiming 
lands from tho c5e=eit and making them 
productive. 


Many years ago C. W.Kendall, Repre- 


senttxtivb from Nevada, introduced a bill 
to provide for tlio sinking of artesian 
wells on public lauds in the arid belt, 
but ho was ridiculed by tliotie in power 
at tho time and th3 bill was buried out 
of sight by the committee to which it 
•was referred. 
Since then more atten- 


tion has been paid to the arid belt, es- 
pecially as public lands outside of it are 
gettiojj scarce, and Congress may make 
appropriations to test tho artesian well 
system, and possibly iu the near future 
may do something in the line of water 
storage for the States in which it is nec- 
essary. 
These who demand millions 


every year for Ihe improvement of livers 
and harbors, ought not object to an ap- 
propriation for the benefit of a region 
in which tlisre are no navigable streams, 
and did not receive a dollar of the billion 
appropriated by Mr. Reed's Congress.

The Mine Explosion, 


UcALLi»TER, I. T., January 9.—The ex- 


citement, intensified almost to insanity, be- 
cause of tbe mine explosion, shows uo 
abatement. AH day yesterday and to-day 
5,000 people were around the shaft of tu» 
mine, crowding, gesticulating and shouting 
Up to 2 o'clock this morning 48 dead bod- 
ies had been t-iken out ol the mine and 100 
injured, 15 of whom died before morning. 
The remaining 85 miners nre lying at their 
homes, swathed in cotton and vaseline.

THB TEST OF INTBIS8IC* VAI.0E. 


"Tbe Democratic party is now a noit fo 


free bimetallic coinage, atd N-w York bni 
refused to be disjoined from the hen 
money doctrine professed by the IK'ino 
cratic Senatorial bcdy and ar.pparttd bj 
th» Democratic party in all the great Stutts 
of the West and South. 


"What is the test of 'intrinsic value1 in 


a dollar? That melting it shall make no 
lost. 


"The silver dollar of Allison, the silver 


dollar of Sherman, cannot now abide the 
test of intrinsic value. It cannot pass the 
ordeal of fir". 


"What is the test of equality between 


the 'dollar coined of gold an\l the dollar 
coined of silver? That both al.ke, after 
being coined at the mint aud then melted 
in the crucible, ahull equally make no 
loss. 


"Free coinage given to gold, while free 


coinage was withdrawn from silver iu 1873, 
established the varying inequality of the 
dollar in silver to the dollar in gold. Free 
coinage given to botb, free bimetallic coin- 
age will re-e-Ub'.ish their ancient and un- 
varying equality, attested by the mint, the 
market and the crncibl?. 


"Did ever atything but free bimetallic 


coinage down to 1873 make our gold and 
silver dollars equal by every test? Did 
ever free bimetallic coinage down to 1873 
for one hour fail to make the silver dollar 


« qual to the gold dollar, whether at mint 
or crucible cr iu any market in the wide 
world? 


PABITY AND KQDALITT. 


'•Secretary Foster'* one woid" in his 


Chamber of Commerce speech was 'p irity.' 
as Presided Harrison's one word was 
'equality,' of all dollars. 


"But to maintain a pirity implies the ex- 


istence of a parity. No parity exists be- 
twren the two. Melt the gold coin and it 
can be rccoined nguio and again a gold 
dollar for its private owner, because gold 
baa free coinage and 
twenty-five 


eight tenths Troy grains are the 
weight of the gold dolla". 


"Melt the silver coin and it cannot be 


coined for its private owner. It oan b» 
sold to the Treasury but for sertnty-fiv* 
cents or less, because silver has not free 
coinage, though 412% Troy grains of silver 
are, indeed, the present weight of the silver 
dollar. The so-called 'p irity' of the Sher- 
man silver law is a mendacious patity, and 
the crucible mocks the fulse pretences of 
'equality' by President Harrison and of 
•parity' by Secretary Foster. 


"The 
two metals oo-existing and are 


somewhere current and coinuble into full 
legal tender money, about as much of one 
us of the other. 
Neither is cnpable of in- 


flation, as every other sort of currency is, 
the annual percentage of increase to the 
existing aggregate being extremely am ill, 


and, 
cf course, diminishing with every 


vear'd increase of that great aggregate. 
Free bimetallic coinage practically unit*g 
the two money metals into one money 
metal with the utilities of both."

America'* Earliest Discoverer. 


Among pro-Columbian discoverers oi 


America tiie claims of the Norsemen, or, 
properly gpcxtkinx, the Icelanders—who, 
by their low stature and features, are 
somewhat different from the character- 
istic Swedes and Norwegians—and of 
the Welshmen under Prince Madoc are 
fairly well known, but those in favor of 
an Irishman, St. Brendan, bishop of 
tlonfert, in Kerry, are not so familiar 
' o us, although they are to the French. 


According to eleven different Latin 


nanuscripts in the National library, 
'aris, 0110 of which dates from the 
Steventh crntury, St. Brendan left Tra- 
ee bay about A. D. 550 on a mission to 
.he undiscovered country which he be- 
ieved to exist beyond the Atlantic. The 
•essel he embarked in with his compan- 
ons and provisions, including five pigs, 
,vas 
caught in a current, and after a 


/oyage of many weeks he landed in a 
.trange country, where he taught the 
latives the truths of Christianity. 


After seven years he returned to Ire- 


and, 
and subsequently tried a second 


royage to the same country, as he had 
promised to revisit it, but was baffled by 
•,he wind uud tide. 
He died in the odor 


if sanctity in 578, aged ninety-four years. 
Che curious thing is that when Cortez 
riYuded Mexico he found the natives in 
lossessioii of some of the doctrines of 
Jhristianity, which they said 'had been 
.aught them by a stranger clad in a long 
,-obe, who ca>ne to them from the Holy 
inland beyond the sea in a "boat with 
vvings" many centuries before and prom- 
•sed to return to them. The advent of 
Cortez was in fact hailed as a fulfill- 
nent of this tradition.—Lippincott's.

Investiga- 


tion proved the i umor to be unfounded. 
'Uncle Russoll" is a director in about 
twenty corporations, and he never misses 
i directors' meeting if he can help it.

Doubtless it was the daily spectacle 


of the abuse of horses which stimulated 
Henry Bergh to the great service which 
has justly made his name renowned. 
But the guilt of the abuse is not confined 
to draymen and teamsters. The igno- 
rance and indifference of wealth and 
fashion to the treatment of horses are 
quite as conspicuous, and for obvious 
reasons much more unpardonable. 


The horse, which is one of the most 


sensitive and delicate of animals, is 
greatly to be commiserated as he ap- 
pears in the fashionable drive of Central 
park. He is treated as a part of the 
show of the parade, and he is at the 
mercy of the owner, who buys horses 
not because he likes them or knows 
anything about them, but because he 
must have an equipage, and he aban- 
dons them to the care of grooms and 
coachmen, whose sole aim is to produce 
a more "swell" effect than their rivals. 
For a "stylish" effect the horse is robbed 
of his natural ornament and defense, 
and is checked and trussed and tortured 
by a harness which encumbers his na- 
tural action and forces him into an art* 
ficial "gait." 


Human knowledge and skill directed 


to an auxiliary animal like the horse 
should aim to develop his natural apti- 
tudes. He should be treated as a hu- 
mane and skillful gardener treats a tree 
in our modern landscape gardening, not 
as »,, tree was maltreated by the false 
and morbid taste of two centuries ago. 


Such remarks do not apply to the lov- 


ers of horses who care for them with 
sympathy and intelligence, who compre- 
hend their practical helplessness and 
acknowledge their faithful service. Such 
lovers permit in their stables no "fash- 
ions" invented by ignorant and inhuman 
grooms to produce "stylish action" to 
impress similar ignorance and folly.—
